PURPOSE : 

To cxpnnd the CountGrintcl li[;oncc procran designed 
to neutralize militnnt black nntionnli.st groupii from 23 to 
41 field divisions so as to cover the creat mnjority of black 
nationalist activity in this country. 

BACKGROUND : 

By loiter dated August 25, 1967,23 field offices 
were advised of n new Countorintellit'encc Pro^'ram designed 
to neutralize militant black nationalists and prevent violence 
on their part. Goals of this program are to prevent the coalition 
of militant black nationalist ftroups, prevent the rise of a 
leader who mlnht unify and electrify these violence-prone 
elements, prevent those militants from gatninp respectability ,' 
and prevent the [growth of these groups among America's youth. 

CURRENT DEVELO PMEfrrS : 

In view ofTlie tromemloiis increase in black nationalist 
activity, ,nnd the apiiroach of summer, this program .should be 
expanded and these goals should be leitcrated to the field. 
Attached airtel also instructs the field to submit periodic 
progress letters to stimulate IhinkinK in this area. p ,' 

I Attached alrtol also reminds' the field that countcrintol- 

li(;ence suggestions to expose those milij.;ii;i.p„jit'_jiputj-,alize 
them must be approved by tiic Bureau.
